(Special Dispatch from the Treasury Department) 

One of this country’s beloved immortals, Benjamin Franklin, is being 
brought out of honored retirement to play a prominent new role in the 
drama of everyday American life. 

Franklin’s likeness will soon appear on a brand new half dollar of 
regular issue, it was announced today by Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder. A design for the new coin, recommended by Nellie Tayloe Ross, 
Director of the Mint, has received the Secretary’s enthusiastic approval. 
Lending it distinction will be not only Franklin’s wise and kindly features 
but also an impressive representation of another ‘‘great” of American 
history, the Liberty Bell. 

The coin is expected to be ready for distribution from the Phila- 
delphia, Denver and San Francisco mints in about two or three months. 
Only two specimens have been struck so far. Secretary Snyder said he 
had shown the coin to President Truman, and reported that the President 
was much pleased with it. 

Ben Franklin was many things to many men, but he never lost an 
opportunity to preach the virtues of thrift. His face on the new half 
dollar will serve as a potent reminder, so the Secretary hopes, that 
thrifty financial management is as important to individuals and to 
society today as it was in Franklin’s time. Specifically, the Secretary 
thinks it will remind everyone that an excellent thing to do with spare 
half dollars and other spare coins these days is to buy savings bonds 
and stamps. 

Mrs. Ross, the Mint Director, said that coinage of half dollars of 
the old design, introduced in 1916, has been stopped at all mints, in 
anticipation of the introduction of the new Franklin-Liberty Bell coin. 

Mrs. Ross envisaged several years ago a new half dollar honoring 
Franklin and the Liberty Bell. The 1916 design became eligible for 
replacement in 1941, under the law authorizing changes in the design 
of a coin of regular issue not oftener than every 25 years. The late 
John R. Sinnock, Engraver of the Mint, was the artist who gave the 
idea sculptural form. 


Entered as Second Class Matter at the Wichita, Kansas. Post Office under the Act of March 3, 1879. 
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For the obverse of the design Mr. Sinnock used a composite study 
of Franklin’s face in full profile. The study was prepared from a variety 
of portraits of Franklin. It is a slight modification of a Franklin profile 
used for a medal issued by the Mint in 1933. 

The Liberty Bell representation on the reverse of the coin was 
adapted by Mr. Sinnock from one which he modeled for a commemo- 
rative half dollar issued for the Sesquicentennial of American Inde- 
pendence in 1926. The bell is suspended from its familiar wooden beam, 
with the time-honored crack in the bell discernible. The lettering 
E Pluribus Unum is inscribed at one side of the bell, and the American 
eagle appears at the other. 

The initials on the obverse are those with which Mr. Sinnock signed 
his coin and medal designs. 

Franklin will join a very select company when the coin goes into 
circulation. Only four persons before him have had their portraits 
chosen for use on coins of regular issue of the Federal Government. 
Lincoln’s head appears on the one cent piece of 1909, Jefferson’s on 
the nickel of 1938, Washington’s on the quarter of 1932, and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s on the dime of 1946. Faces used on all other regular issue 
coins have been either portraits of Liberty or of the American Indian. 

Mrs. Ross said none of the Franklin-Liberty Bell half dollars would 
be released until a sufficient supply has been minted for simultaneous 
distribution all over the country. This will require several weeks. 


THE FIRST COMMUNISTIC COUNTERSTAMP

Today two ideologies apparently irreconcilable strive for supreme influ- 
ence in our world. Along thousands of miles where the Iron Curtain hangs in 
the West, the Hammer and Sickle and the Stars and Stripes are raised staff 
to staff and banner to banner. 

Just thirty years ago this giant from the banks of the Volga who now 
challenges Old Glory was a mere struggling infant and having his troubles 
including money troubles. When the Russian provisional government under 
Mr. Kerinsky was overthrown by the Bolsheviks in February 1917, the new 
masters of the young Soviet nation found they had made no provision in 
advance for a currency or a coinage. Apparently ^is was because the Bol- 
sheviks were determined to establish pure communism. This was attempted. 
All forms of Czarist money were abolished as decayed reli^ of the hated capi- 
talistic system. Government employees at first were paid in bushels of wheat, 
pairs of shoes, and theater tickets but, as one might expect, this system soon 
collapsed The Soviets then searched for some expedient in the form of a 
medium of exchange to tide them over the first difiicult months of a new 
regime. In their search they discovered in the Royal Mint in St. Petersburg 
a limited supply of roubles but these, with the Czar's likeness, could never be 
used. To quickly produce a Soviet coin, on the blunt end of a cold chisel, the 
Red Mint Master inscribed a new device. This counterstamp was punched into 
each coin by a hammer blow on the chisel. 'These coins then went into circu- 
lation as the very first money issued by the followers of Lenin and Trotsky. 

One of these scarce counterstamped coins was obtained by the author a 
few years ago while traveling in a nation now behind the Iron Curtain. The 
former owner related that he and his family had escaped death by fieeing across 
the border with the few possessions they could quickly throw into the only 
transportation available - an ox cart. Some precious stones, a few heirlooms, 
a samovar, and a cherished collection of Russian coins, these with one refugee 
family the ox carried to safety. 
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The rouble of Nicholas the Last with counterstamp is illustrated. The 
original circular inscription on the rouble is in Old Slavic and reads, “By the 
Grace of God, Nicholas the Second, Emperor and Autocrat of all Russias” 
(i.e., of all races of Russia). 

The counterstamp is a hexagonal with border of dots. The workmanship 
IS crude. The circular inscription reads, in Old Slavic, “Overthrowing of the 
House of Romanoffs.” The Russian word here used for “overthrowing” means 
literally “a dashing to the ground.” The centered inscription reads, “March 
year 1917” which is the month the Czar abdicated. 

u either an illiterate fellow or was rushed or perhaps 

ignorance or poor planning he omitted three middle letters 
of the Russian word “overthrowing.” Also the first letter of the word “March” 
is missing and the second letter is barely discernible. This unknown designer 
also threw in his dots with no attempt at even spacing along sides of the 
illustrated was struck once then the chisel was rotated 
slightly and a second impression struck. The blow was of sufficient force to 
carry through and slightly distort the reverse of the coin. 

Today these counterstamped coins highlight the first of many com- 
promises which the infant Communistic state was forced to make with capi- 
^lism. These pieces also are a silent memorial to a kindly man, “The Little 
Father of all the Russians,” who perished with his family in a bleak Siberian 
cellar. Sadness would be added to his unhappy life if he could realize that new 
leaders of his people, under a new banner, now challenge the Stars and Stripes 
and Western civilization. 
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THE BEGINNINGS OF COIN PORTRAITURE

In numismatics, one man’s junk is sometimes another man’s treasure. 
It is natural enough that most advanced collectors and students should 
be specialists. The whole domain of numismatics is too wide for anyone 
to “take it all to be his province.” Especially is this true of the amateur. 
Unless a person is a coin dealer or connected with some museum, he must 
budget and make the most of both the time and the money that he de- 
votes to numismatics. He cannot hope to become expert or build ud a 
representative collection in all branches, even with large funds at his dis- 
posal. Even such great collections as those of the British Museum and the 
American Numismatic Society do not have everything, nor are the highly 
trained experts connected with such institutions equally competent in all 
fields. 

The amateur, therefore, is well advised to limit himself pretty largely 
to that part of numismatics which interests him the most. This, however, 
does not mean that he should regard other people’s collections as “junk,” 
or that he should not take an intelligent interest in subjects which lie 
outside his immediate area of specialization. 

All fields of numismatics are interesting and instructive. Indeed, no 
one can thoroughly understand any single field without some knowledge 
of the whole. Just as national histories do not make sense by themselves, 
so the separate branches of numismatic knowledge require all other 
branches (together with many other fields of knowledge) in order for the 
student to master their fine points and see them in proper perspective. 
The field of coin portraiture, however, is certainly one of the most fasci- 
nating. This is proved, for one thing, by the great quantity of literature 
on the subject. It has, however, been neglected in the United States. Per- 
haps this is because Americans are less artistic than Europeans (or so 
Europeans, who may just possibly be a bit prejudiced, are accustomed to 
telling us) ; perhaps it is because American coins, at least until the advent 
of the Lincoln cent in 1909, did not customarily bear portraits. 

One thing, however, is certain: most of the works on coin portraiture 
were written by Europeans and few are in English. This is both a result 
and a cause of American lack of interest in the subject. Of the whole field 
of coin portraiture, that of ancient Greece and Rome is the most impor- 
tant. This is not simply because the Greeks and Romans were the great- 
est portrait artists. It is true that their work has seldom been equaled 
and never surpassed. One factor contributing to the excellence of ancient 
coin art, aside from the skill of the die cutters, was the fact that these 
coins were not designed to permit stacking, and thus the artist could 
work in much higher relief. The medieval coin usually is treated as an 
engraved disc; and this style of art has infiuenced our modern coinage. 
With a few exceptions (such as the Oregon Trail half dollar), modern 
coins are done in even lower relief than is necessary for stacking. 
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The ancient coin artist, in contrast to this, executed his work as a 
piece of sculpture in the half-round, or as nearly so as he was able. There 
are a few exceptions to this generalization (the incuse coins of the Greek 
cities of Southern Italy, for example), but in general the rule holds good. 
This style of art is naturally more satisfactory and lends much of their 
charm to the coins of antiquity. Equally important, however, as a factor 
in the significance of ancient coin portraiture is the fact that it is of 
enormous value in art history. 

Not only do coins not infrequently give us portraits of persons of 
whom no other portraits exist, but they often enable us to identify statu- 
ary portraits which have been preserved without the names of the indi- 
viduals whom they represent. Where such statues are lacking or exist 
only in small quantities, moreover, the coins enable us to trace the devel- 
opment of art and the various changes in style with a precision that 
would be quite impossible without them. This is especially true in that 
most portrait coins can be dated — if not to an exact year, at least to a 
reign — while most statues are not; so that a statue of a Roman emperor, 
for example, may have been erected many years after his death and rep- 
resent a style quite different from the one common during his reign. Be- 
yond these considerations, coin portraits add a new zest to the study of 
history, making real people out of characters who would otherwise be 
only names in a book. Lastly, of all ancient works of art, coins are the 
cheapest. Even with infiated prices as they exist in the year of Grace 
1948, genuine ancient coins can be bought for as little as a dollar or so, 
if one is not too cranky about condition. Their varying size and thickness] 
and the irregularity of their fians, do make them harder to house than 
modern coins. This is especially true of Greek coins. But there are 
methods of at least partially overcoming this difficulty, and the enjoy- 
ment that the ownership of such a collection will give is surely a strong 
incentive to overcome it. 

So much by way of general introduction. Before discussing coin 
portraiture, however, it will be necessary to make a few remarks about 
ancient portraiture in general. The art of portraiture is so far taken for 
granted today that few people probably realize how unusual it is. Primi- 
tive peoples do not practice it; and even some advanced ones (the people 
of India, for example) neglect portraiture because it does not interest 
them. We need not trouble ourselves too mufch about the reasons for this. 
In general, it may be said that portraiture reflects an interest in the indi- 
vidual, and that civilizations in which the individual is not considered 
important do not produce portraits. Whatever be the cause, it is true 
that the nations of the ancient Near East did not do very much with por- 
traiture. Only the Egyptians produced anything that could be called true 
portraiture, and even they only on a few occasions. The Babylonians 
experimented with it, but never got nearly as far as the Egyptians. The 
warlike Assyrians, although they erected many statues or bas reliefs of 
their kings, never produced any portraits. Except for inscriptions or 
other means of identification, one could not tell one Assyrian king from 
another. As for the Jews, a strictly literal interpretation of the com- 
mandment against making graven images prevented them from attempt- 
ing, not only portraiture, but representations of any living being. It is 
not until we reach Greek history that portraiture becomes common. Even 
then it is late in coming, and it is possible (even probable), that portraits 
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were made in Italy, by the Romans or Etruscans, before they were made 
by the Greeks. 

Much depends on how strict we are in our standards. If we refuse 
to admit that anything is a portrait unless it is a faithful likeness or 
attempt at likeness in the Greek or Roman style, we must rule out nearly 
if not quite everything before the death of Alexander the Great (323 
B.C.). If we are willing to apply the term “portrait” to a representation 
of an individual which, while it has many stylized or general character- 
istics, still shows many traits that seem to be individual, we can push the 
beginnings of portraiture back earlier. The main thing, as in every ques- 
tion of when something began, is how we define the thing. Did Protes- 
tantism, for example, begin with or before Martin Luther? That depends 
on what you mean by Protestantism. In judging whether a picture or 
statue is a portrait, the best rule of thumb is whether it would enable us 
to recognize the person if we met him. If so, it is a portrait, whether we 
know the subject’s name or not. If not, it is not a portrait, even if it is 
inscribed with his name, sex, age, height, weight, and social security num- 
ber. A statue or picture may look like a man or woman — in fact, as is 
the case with most of the statues of the Greek “Golden Age,” it may be a 
great work of art — and still not resemble any individual. 

Portraiture requires not only artistic skill and insight into personal- 
ity, enabling the artist to see and depict the individual traits that make 
each human face a little different from any other. It also requires an 
interest in individual personality in the artist and in his audience. Not 
infrequently, one or both of these is lacking, as has just been pointed out ; 
and the art of portraiture is, therefore, not as common as one might sup- 
pose. If skill is the missing factor, the artist may not succeed in produc- 
ing a portrait. It is thus sometimes hard to tell whether a human image 
that has no individuality is simply a botched attempt at portraiture or 
was never intended to be a portrait at all. This, however, is not very com- 
mon. Most artists who mean to create a portrait succeed in giving their 
work some individual characteristics. The bad portrait usually looks like 
an individual, even if it does not look like the person whom it was in- 
tended to represent. Anyone who has had a little experience can gen- 
erally feel fairly sure as to whether or not the picture or statue in ques- 
tion was supposed to be a portrait. 

The question of when coin portraiture began is also hard to answer 
with confidence. The earliest coins of which we have specimens certainly 
do not bear portraits. The human heads or figures on them have little or 
no individuality and are plainly intended to represent gods and goddesses 
rather than men and women. Some of these divine beings may have been 
copied from earthly ones, real youths and maidens acting as models for 
the artists;! but if so, they did not make any attempt to render the fea- 
tures of their subjects exactly. 

It is generally agreed that coin portraiture began in the East; but 
there is considerable difference of opinion as to the time of its origin and 
the identity of its originators. Most people ascribe its introduction to the 
Greeks. It has been claimed that some of the gold darics and silver 
sigloi of the Persian Empire, which are stamped with a running figure of 
the king dressed as an archer, are at least rudimentary attempts at por- 
traiture.2 This view, however, has been questioned by a more recent au- 
thority on Persian coins, ^ and in any case the heads of these little figures

are too small to offer an artist any real chance to make them into por- 
traits, even if he were so inclined. Purely native Persian art seems to 
have very little interest in portraiture; and, while some of these coin dies 
may have been cut by Greek or Greek-trained artists, the Greeks them- 
selves were not producing anything that could properly be called por- 
traits until shortly before 400 B.C. Seventy years later, in 330, the last 
native Persian king died and was succeeded by his conqueror, i^exander 
the Great of Macedonia. It would surely be odd if Greek or Greek-trained 
Oriental artists were trying to make coin portraits of the Persian Great 
King before Greeks were making coin portraits at home, or even before 
they were making any portraits at all. On the whole, although it is hard 
to reach any final conclusion without inspection of the actual coins, it 
seems wiser to conclude that at this time the case for portraiture on the 
Persian royal coinage has not been proved and is highly doubtful. 

Somewhat more serious claims to be portraits have been made for 
some of the silver coins struck by Persian satraps of the late 5th and 4th 
centuries. These coins are larger and only the busts, not the entire fig- 
ures, are represented. They certainly seem to be human beings, rather 
than gods, and, since they wear the native Persian cap instead of the 
royal crown, they are no doubt intended to represent the satraps. Perhaps 
the most notable examples of these are the coins of Tissaphernes and 
Phamabazus,^ who governed provinces of the Empire at the end of the 
5th century B.C. Some scholars have considered their coins as examples 
of real portraiture. Perhaps they are, even if not very successful attempts. 
It is, however, just as probable that the heads of these satraps were sim- 
ply supposed to be generalized symbols of authority, indicating that the 
satrap had (or assumed) the right to strike coins, and that the artists 
had no intention of making a portrait. Here also the case does not appear 
to be proved. 

There is, however, one coin from Asia Minor which almost certainly 
bears a portrait and which is generally believed to be from the period 
before Alexander. This is a stater of electrum, an alloy of gold and silver 
widely used for coinage in Asia Minor, struck by the Asiatic Greek city 
of Cyzicus.6 It bears a rather coarse-featured, bearded male head, wear- 
ing a wreath, and the face is so individualized that it is hard to believe 
that it is not a portrait of somebody. The coin gives us no hint of who he 
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is and no indication of the date. It has been placed, apparently on the 
criterion of style, in the period of approximately 400-350 B.C.^ This is the 
latest period of native Cyzicene coinage, which is thought to have ceased 
about the middle of the 4th century. Even 350 B.C., however, would be 
earlier than any coin portrait now definitely dated and recognized as a 
portrait. Considerable interest thus attaches to this coin. Scholars have 
discussed whether the supposed portrait is that of a man then living or of 
some past hero, now dead and raised to the status of a demigod. Some 
have even attempted to guess at the identity of the man.^ All this, of 
course, is guesswork. It seems probable that a dead hero or demigod, 
rather than a person alive when the coin was struck, is represented 
on the coin. Asiatic Greeks, to be sure, were familiar with the royal 
coins of Persia, which bore an image, even if not a portrait, of the king. 
Greek taste, however, was against the use of individual human beings 
as coin types, and was slow to change. This was true not only of repub- 
lics, but even of monarchies.

The usual Greek coin type was a god or goddess, or some other 
symbol of the state. Even the Macedonian kings did not place their 
portraits on coins in the 4th century — unless we can accept that rather 
fanciful suggestion that the horseman on the reverse of some silver tetra- 
drachmas of Philip II (Fig. 2) is a disguised portrait of that monarch. 
The place of honor on Greek coins of this period was reserved for 
the patron god or goddess of the state. For a living king or statesman 
to have his own portrait placed there would have been considered 
extremely bad taste, if not worse. It might have been considered an 
evidence of overweening pride and boastful self-assertion. This vice, 
which the Greeks called hyhris, was universally detested. Greek myth- 
ology is full of tales describing the sure retribution which the gods 
visited on mortals guilty of it. One of the best known is the story of 
Arachne, whose frantic boast that she was a better needlewoman than 
the goddess Athene was punished gy changing her into a spider. A 
mortal Greek who placed his own face on a coin would probably not 
have been turned into a spider, but religious considerations might well 
have prevented his doing it. 

To the Greeks, however, there was no absolute division between 
gods and men. A great king, hero, or philosopher could easily become 
a demigod after death. He was, at least in most cases, not exactly 
“deified.*' His status was more like that of a Christian saint than that 
of a full-fiedged divinity. But he was at any rate more than a mere 
living mortal, and the use of his portrait on a coin was not offensive 
to Greek sensibilities. The portrait (if it is one) on the Cyzicene stater

is probably that of such a person. We have also at least one other 
exampite of the same kind which may be even earlier than the Cyzicene 
com.

century. It was perhaps copied from 
portrait statue of Pythagoras, but a genuine portrait statue would 
surely have been a great rarity as early as 500 B.C. The image on the 
coin may just as well have been purely imaginary. The Greeks were 
quite capable of inventing “portraits” of famous men, such as Homer 
of whom no portraits can possibly have existed. * 

In the period before Alexander, then, coin portraiture was at least 
extremely unusual. There are some coins which probably bear portraits 
or attempts at portraits, and which probably belong to the 5th and 4th 
centuries B.C. But the great majority of the human faces and figures on 
Greek coins were those of gods and goddesses. In Persia, coins bore the 
image of the Great King or one of his satraps. In most, though perhaps 
not in all cases however, there was no attempt at a real likeness of 
the person depicted. 

A change comes with Alexander the Great. Alexander changed 
almost everything, and his lifetime is reckoned as the beginning of a 
’ Hellenistic Age. If, indeed, one can judge greatness by the 
mpression that a man makes on his contemporaries and later gener- 
ations, Alexander is probably better deserving of the title of “the Great” 
than any other person in history. He was a supreme military genius. 
He never lost a battle or even came close to losing one, and he was 
equally great as strategist and as a tactician. He fought (contrary to 
a widespread impression) against excellent troops, although they were 
not usually well handled, and he conquered within about five years 
and with an army of about 35,000 men the richest and greatest empire 
the world had yet seen, which disposed of a total manpower pool of 
something like 1,750,000. i- 

Some of his modern detractors have sought to present him as a 
mere crackbrained boy, who rushed rashly into a wild expedition and 
succeeded only because of the generalship of his subordinates. This 
theory, however, cannot be supported. Alexander did expose himself in 
battle, but he was usually surrounded by his own crack cavalry and he 
always was capable of taking good care of himself. The ancient sources 
on Alexander give us no reason to suppose that his plans were not his 
own, and every reason to believe that they were. Nor was his military 
ability his only claim to fame. He was apparently the first person to 
envision, and certainly the first to try to create, a world state in which 
there should be no national or racial distinctions. Macedonians, other 
Greeks, Persians, Babylonians, and Egyptians - all were to be citizens 
of his world commonwealth. Whether his plans also included a conquest 
of the West is not certain, but it is not improbable. It is smaU wonder 
that many of his contemporaries, even before his death, considered him 
more than human, and that he was universally so regarded after it. 

There is, however, no denying that Alexander was always highly 
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wishing to carve out independent kingdoms for themselves, thus break- 
ing up the empire and abandoning Alexander s great plan. 

In the end, the forces of disunion won. There was a long series 
of intrigues and battles, Alexander’s heirs were murdered, so that a 
regency no longer had a genuine raison d’etre, and the satraps began 
to set up shop as independent kings. The most important of these were 
Ptolemy in Egypt, Seleucus in Western Asia, Antigonus the one-eyed 
and his son Demeterius in Macedonia, and Lysimachus in Thrace. For 
a time, it looked as though Antigonus would be strong enough to reunite 
under his rule at least a considerable part of Alexander’s empire. The 
other kings, however, combined against him, and he was defeated and 
killed at the Battle of Ipsus in 301 B.C. This was the end of any possi- 
bility of restoring Alexander’s world state.

During this period, Greek coin portraiture became a regular thing. 
Alexander, with that breadth of ambition which was characteristic of him 
in everything, created a new imperial coinage for his empire. In the 
period before Alexander and his father, Philip, nearly every Greek 
city struck its own coins. It was a symbol of the sovereign independence 
of which even the smaUest Greek states were proud and jealous. For 
purposes of international trade, however, Athenian silver and Persian 
gold were everywhere accepted. Philip planned to supercede both Athens 
and Persia in the international money market, and came close to 
complete success. His coins were accepted everywhere, and became so 
popular that the barbarian tribes as far away as Britain made crude 
copies of them. Alexander, however, discontinued the types of his 
father’s coinage. For his silver drachmas, and their divisions and 
multiples, he used the obverse type of a head of the young Heracles 
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(his supposed divine ancestor) in a lionskin cape, and the reverse type 
god Zeus (reputed to be Alexander’s real father instead of 
Fhilip), Mated on a throne and holding an eagle (Fig. 3). His eold 

obverse a helmeted head of Athene, the goddess of wisdom, 
and the reverse a winged Victory (Fig. 4).

Alexander’s admirers told him that he was more than human and 
he believed it, or thought fit for political purposes to pretend to believe 
It. It is to be noted, however, that he did not break with tradition by 
placing his own portrait on his coins. It has been suggested that some 
of the faces of Heracles on Alexander’s silver resemble the king himself. 
This is quite possible, but it does not necessarily mean that the die 
cutter was attempting a disguised portrait. Heracles was pictured as 
an ideally handsome young god. Alexander’s own portraits (if indeed 
we can call them portraits) are also idealized in an attempt to depict 
a perfectly handsome youth. The Greek ideal of manly beauty had not 
changed m the few years between the striking of Alexander’s own 
coins and that of the posthumous portrait coins issued by his successors. 
In fact, some of the coins may have been done by the same artists. 

After Alexander’s death, the satraps of his empire continued for 
a time to strike coins of the old type in the name of the child king 
Alexander IV. In 316 B.C., however, the boy was dethroned and impris- 
oned by an usurper named Cassander, who murdered him six years 
later. Shortly before Cassander’s usurpation, Ptolemy, then satrap of 
Egypt, departed from the old-style Alexander tetradrachmas and insti- 
tuted a new type, bearing a youthful head in a headdress of elephant

skin (Fig. 5), which is generally considered to be a portrait of the dead 
conqueror. Perhaps Ptolemy intended, among other things, to call 
attention to his possession of Alexander’s body; for that had fallen into 
his hands and was entombed in great pomp in the Egyptian capital. Many 
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hundreds of years later the Roman Emperor Augustus saw the body 
and paid it great honor. When asked if he wished also to see the bodies 
of the other kings of Egypt, Augustus replied: “I did not come to see 
dead men; I came to see the King.” So strong was the tradition of 
Alexander’s divinity. The body is said to have been preserved in honey, 
and Ptolemy was immensely pleased to have it. 

In 306 B.C., Antigonus the one-eyed, in preparation for a campaign 
to reconquer Alexander’s empire, assumed the title of king and bestowed 
it upon his son Demetrius. His rivals, Lysimachus, Seleucus, and 
Ptolemy, naturally foUowed suit. Of these newly proclaimed kings, how- 
ever, the great majority did not strike portrait coins of themselves. 
Lysimachus continued to use the old Heracles-head coins, though with 
his own name as king replacing that of Alexander, until about 297. In 
or about that year he began a new coinage in both metals, with a 
portrtdt of Alexander as the obverse type, the head encircled with a 
diadem and wearing the “horns of Amon” as a sign of divinity (Fig 6).

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The portraits vary a good deal from one specimen to another, and all 
are unquestionably much idealized; but Lysimachus has given us the 
nearest thing to a coin portrait of Alexander that we possess. Alexander 
was extremely anxious that his likeness should be transmitted to pos- 
terity in exactly the form he desired. It is said that he would aUow 
only three men to do his portrait; the sculptor Lysippus, the painter 
Apelles, and the gem-engraver Pyrotoles. Alexander had been dead 
about thirty years when these coins were first struck, and it seems 
unlikely that Pyrotoles was still active; but it is tempting to think that 
the dies for these splendid pieces were cut by some brilliant pupil of 
his, and that the great conqueror would have approved them.i® 

Antigonus issued no portrait coins of himself. There are some of 
his son Demetrius, but these are believed to date from the latter’s sole 
reign, when, after being driven from power by the crushing defeat at 
Ipsus in 301, he managed to recover the Macedonian throne in 296 B.C. 
Seleucus also seems not to have used his own portrait on his coinage. 
The first coins that bear his portrait were struck after his death, by 
his son and successor Antiochus I (281-261 B.C.).“

The distinction, therefore, of being the first living human being 
known to have his portrait on a coin belongs to King Ptolemy of 
Egypt. His coins, of which the tetradrachmas are quite common, bear 
on the obverse a portrait of the king, his royalty being indicated by the 
narrow diadem that binds his head (Fig. 7). On the reverse is a fierce 
and defiant eagle, with wings closed and standing on a thunderbolt. 
American collectors will have little difficulty in recognizing in this bird 
the ancient prototype of the eagle on the half dollars of the regular 
issues of 1916-1947. 

For our present purposes, however, we are more interested in the 
portrait. This is true in the first place because of the character of 
Ptolemy himself. He was one of Alexander’s most trusted officers, and 
accompanied him during his campaigns in the East. When Alexander 
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died, Ptolemy seems to have foreseen trouble, and his sense of strategy 
told him of the almost impregnable position of his satrapy of Egypt. 
Defended by sea or desert on almost every side, Egypt was practically 
unassailable while Ptolemy controlled the nearby waters and had suffi- 
cient troops to guard the narrow land bridges to east and west along 
which an attacking army must move. He thus hurried off to Egypt, 
where he was able to defend himself against all comers. Here, about 
the time of the decisive battle of Ipsus, Ptolemy’s new coinage pro- 
claimed him as king. 

In his capital, founded by and named after Alexander, Ptolemy 
surrounded himself with a brilliant court. He founded a huge library 
and patronized art, literature, and science. In his old age, he took time 
from other labors to write the history of Alexander’s wars. The work no 
longer exists, but we know that it was one of the most reliable books 
on Alexander, and it was used as a source by Plutarch and Arrian, 
writers of the 2nd century of the Christian era, from whom most of 
our knowledge of Alexander comes. After he died, Ptolemy also was 
deified. A rather more substantial tribute to his memory, however, was 
the greatness of his capital. It became one of the greatest and 
most beautiful cities in the world. It was a center of science and scholar- 
ship, and enjoyed a reputation as a center of learning that did not 
suffer by comparison even with that of Athens. Alexander founded many 
Alexandrias in various parts of his empire; but the capital of Egypt 
became, and still is, the Alexandria. Its greatness is in reality more of a 
tribute to Ptolemy than to its actual founder. 

Aside from the interest that attaches to the subject, however, the 
portrait of Ptolemy is itself worth careful study. Greek portraiture is 
frequently called “idealistic,” and the famous passage from Aristotle 
is quoted, which lays down the rule that a portrait artist should try to 
make the subject handsomer than he is in real life.^^ a complete discus- 
sion of Greek portrait art, even as it appears on the coins, is beyond 
the province of this essay and must be reserved for later treatment. 
For the present, it need only be stated that people who think that Greek 
art was always idealized in this sense must never have seen many 
Greek coins. 

The Greeks, as well as the Romans, could and did create realistic 
portraits, although it was a realism of a different kind. The portrait 
of Ptolemy is a case in point. In the portraits of Alexander, the artist 
always seems to have attempted to depict an ideally handsome youth, 
and it is doubtful that any exist which are faithful likenesses of the 
conqueror. No such attempt was made by the die-cutters of Ptolemy. 
The king was not a handsome youth, but a rugged soldier, hardened by 
many campaigns, wise in the ways of war and politics, and with fea- 
tures that showed that he was accustomed to issuing commands and 
having them obeyed. These qualities the artist seems to have sought 
to depict in the coin portrait. The massive brow indicates intelligence, 
the deep-set eyes give evidence of thought. The sharp nose and firm 
mouth and chin suggest daring and tenacity of purpose. But there is 
more than this. The Greeks were not used to making realistic portraits, 
at least on the small scale of a coin-die. The artist, therefore, seems to 
have been experimenting, and he solved his problem of creating a like- 
ness in a manner not unlike that of modern cartoonists. He stressed 
and exaggerated the most salient features of the king’s face, in some- 
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thing of the way in which cartoonists used to with Franklin Roosevelt, 
overemphasizing the grin, the long jaw, and the jaunty angle of the long 
cigarette holder. 

Specimens of the portrait of Ptolemy I vary. It was copied and 
used by later rulers on their coinage until the end of the dynasty in 
31 B.C., when the last Greek ruler of Egypt, the famous Cleopatra Vn, 
was defeated and her dynasty overthrown by the Roman Emperor 
Augustus. In later times, the art degenerated sadly and the portraits 
were hardly recognizable. But all specimens, even the poorest, seek 
to retain the salient and characateristic features of the original. The 
die-cutters of the first Ptolemy had started a new style in coin portraiture.

SUGGESTIONS FOR FURTHER READING 

The best elementary introduction to Greek portrait coins is E. T. Newell, 
Royal Greek Portrait Coins, New York: Wayte Raymond, 1937. Newell’s 
great contribution to this field of numismatics was his definite identification 
of some early Seleucid portraits. His work is thus authoritative. It is well 
illustrated, but has almost nothing on art as such. 

For those who read French, Babelon’s Le portrait (see Note 1) is a useful 
general introduction to the whole field of Greek, Roman, Near Eastern, and 
Byzantine coin portraiture. Do not attempt it, however, with only high-school 
French (unless your grammar was stronger on art terms than most are). 
Lange’s Herrscherkopfe (see Note 4) is extremely obscure German and so 
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elementary as to add little if anything of significance even to the slim liter- 
ature in English, but its fine magnified plates can be understood with little 
or no German. Probably the best general work in English is Hill's Select 
Greek Coins (see Note 1). It has fine enlarged photographs also, and the text, 
though very brief, is better as far as it goes than Lange. It is, however, not 
devoted to portraiture alone. 

The standard on the evolution of coin types is still George MacDonald, 
Coin Types, Their Origin and Development, Glasgow, 1905. It has some discus- 
sion of the origin and political significance of coin portraiture in the Near East 
and among both Greeks and Romans. 

There is a large amount of periodical literature, some in English, but most 
of it is too detailed for the beginner. 

Coin portraiture cannot, of course, be separated from the general history 
of portraiture in antiquity. Most books on Greek art, however, devote little 
or no space to the coins, and many are too full of mistakes, biased opinions, 
half-truths, and misleading generalizations to be used by any but the specialist. 
One of the best general discussions, free from the defects mentioned, is that 
of George H. Chase, Greek and Roman Portrait Sculpture in American Col- 
lections, Cambridge: Harvard Press, 1924.

It was only fitting that when Hollywood turned out in all its splen- 
dor and make-believe to re-enact the historic discovery of gold at Sutter’s 
Mill near Coloma, California, Jan. 24, 1948, that among the celebrants 
there be at least one person who still collects gold — albeit in the form 
of coins. 

Lending this touch of authenticity was numismatist Don Searle 
(A.N.A. No. 4988), who when he is not collecting coins is collecting a 
salary as vice president of the American Broadcasting Company, in 
charge of the west coast. 

When Searle interviewed California’s Governor Earl Warren and 
actor Alan Hale with an ABC hand mike, he brightened the verbal 
exchange by calling upon his own reservoir of information as a coin col- 
lector to inform them that yellow dust sifted from Sutter’s Mill has been 
hammered into gold coins minted in Philadelphia as far back as 1849. 

Both as a good coin collector and as a good adopted Californian, 
not to mention as a wide-awake network executive, Searle arranged for 
the opening of the three-year centennial celebration to be heard over a 
coast-to-coast hookup of the American Broadcasting Company.

WHAT TO COLLECT 

By Stuart Mosher 

Contrary to the suggestion that the 
title of this chapter might convey, I 
will not advise you what to collect. 
Rather I will tell about the various 
coins in which many collectors spe- 
cialize so that you may decide for 
yourself. It would seem that all hu- 
mans have the instinct to collect 
things. That coins should be the ob- 
jective of a certain proportion of the 
population is not unusual. At one 
time or another most persons have 
formed what might be called a coin 
collection. They begin by saving dif- 
ferent dates or mint marks of coins 
that they find in circulation. Perhaps 
they get a hundred or so different 
pieces. This is a start but usually our 
embryonic collector takes his “collec- 
tion” and returns it to circulation. If 
he should pass beyond this stage he 
invariably becomes a confirmed col- 
lector of coins. 

A seemingly natural inclination is 
for a collector to want a coin from 
each different country. At this stage 
he is well on the way to becoming a 
general collector. But before he com- 
pletes such a collection he will un- 
doubtedly become side-tracked. As his 
collection grows he will become par- 
ticularly interested in certain kinds of 
coins. Perhaps it will be coins bearing 
portraits of famous persons, historical 
coins, or coins showing famous build- 
ings, animals, coats of arms or in- 
numerable other types that may catch 
his fancy. Such possibilities for ex- 
pansion in various fields will both de- 
light and appall him, for after all the 
average man has just so much time 
and money to spend on his hobby. 

Starting a Collection 

There is no “best way” to start a 
coin collection. But there are certain 


pitfalls to avoid and if you succeed in 
detouring those mentioned here you 
will not go far wrong. 

We will suppose that you have de- 
cided to specialize in one or more 
series of coins, or even that you are 
going to collect all kinds of coins. 
Before you spend your hard earned 
money resolve never to buy a coin 
unless you know exactly what it is, 
its approximate market value and the 
reliability of the person who is selling 
it. Secondly, don’t buy a coin just be- 
cause it appears to be a bargain. In 
all probability it isn’t a bargain any- 
way and unless it fits into your collec- 
tion it is of no use to you. 

Buying at Retail 

The want-list is one of the most 
useful and yet one of the most abused 
facilities at the disposal of collectors. 
The collector with an orderly mind 
will compile a list of the coins he 
wants and use it as a sort of shopping- 
list. Or he may send it along to a 
dealer requesting him to “quote” on 
such items as he has in stock. So far, 
this is a highly satisfactory method of 
buying coins, both to the collector and 
dealer. 

But the want-list becomes an item 
of high nuisance value when it is used 
by the bargain hunting collector. 
Often he will go as far as having it 
mimeographed and sent to every 
dealer throughout the country. His 
purpose is not to locate the coins he 
needs, as much as it is to obtain such 
coins at the lowest possible price. Now 
this may be “good business” or “astute 
buying” or whatever you want to call 
it, but it invariably puts the collector 
in an unfavorable position. 

After a dealer receives this want- 
list, he will spend some time going 
over his stock and reporting on such 
coins as he can supply. Usually he 
will put such coins aside until he has 
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heard further from the collector. 
Other dealers who have received the 
same want-list will do the best they 
can with it and then send a want-list 
of the pieces they cannot supply along 
to other dealers. Shortly, they will 
receive similar requests from fellow 
dealers and then they realize that 
they are wasting their time. If the 
coins listed in the want-list are rare 
or unusual ones, the dealer most 
likely to have them in stock will re- 
ceive the most requests for a quota- 
tion on them. Even if the coins 
wanted are hard to get rather than 
high-priced he can take advantage of 
this sudden “demand” and quote a 
stiff price on them. 

Now it is time to pay a little atten- 
tion to the collector who probably has 
no idea of the time and effort that is 
being given to his want-list. The com- 
mon pieces he has listed are reported 
on at various prices and in various 
conditions. The coins he wants the 
most are, for the very reason we have 
described, quoted by all dealers at a 
much higher price than he would be 
asked to pay if he had not flooded the 
dealers with his want-list. 

If the collector persists in circulat- 
ing his want-lists in this indiscrim- 
inate manner, he will soon become un- 
popular with dealers and his want- 
lists consigned with much haste to 
the wastepaper baskets. 

Buying at Auction or Mail Bid Sales 

Dealers who conduct such sales will 
send you catalogs free of charge if 
you request them to do so. Such sales 
provide many opportunities to add to 
your collection and if you intend to 
use them it is essential that you un- 
derstand how such sales are con- 
ducted. Buying at auction sales is' an 
art all in itself and while we are 
about to consider it with some par- 
ticularity you will undoubtedly need 
actual experience before you become 
entirely familiar with the proper pro- 
cedure. 

Auction sales are subject to certain 
regulations and requirements as are 
contained in the laws of the states in 
which they are held. Mail bid sales 
are ostensibly operated under the 
same rules as auction sales, except 
that all bids are received by mail. 

Dealers invariably state the “Con- 
ditions of Sale” in the front pages of 
their sales catalogs. Before submit- 
ting your bids it is well to read these 
conditions with much care. By doing 
so you may avoid unpleasant misun- 
derstandings as well as trouble and 
expense. 


The first consideration is the reli- 
ability of the dealer conducting the 
sale. The coin business, like all other 
businesses, has its honest and dishon- 
est operators and don’t let anyone tell 
you otherwise. So before you offer 
any sizable bids you must have good 
reason for believing they will be exe- 
cuted in good faith and that the lots 
you have bid will be as described in 
the catalog. 

For the purpose of illustration we 
shall suppose you have received an 
auction catalog from an established, 
reliable dealer and that there are 
coins in the sale you would like to 
buy for your collection. If you are not 
quite sure what to bid you should 
write to the dealer requesting an es- 
timate on each lot in which you are 
interested. The dealer, if he knows 
his business at all, will be able to 
give you a fairly accurate idea of 
what each lot will bring. In all prob- 
ability he knows what the coins cost 
the original owner as well as the cur- 
rent market for such pieces. The 
values he suggests are, however, flex- 
ible and incur no obligation on his 
part. 

Now that you have the cataloger’s 
opinion you can regulate your bidding 
to suit your own judgment. In the 
beginning it is best to be cautious 
and underbid rather than overbid. A 
comparison of the estimates with the 
list of prices realized will reveal any 
gross inconsistencies. 

Perhaps it would be well to discuss 
the cataloger’s position before going 
further into this matter. We shall 
assume that he makes a living selling 
coins at retail and at auction. If he 
does, his lot is not altogether an easy 
one. In fact it is doubtful if any other 
type of businessman has to put up 
with such a variety of nuisances. 

The coins he has cataloged belong 
perhaps to an estate and he is merely 
acting as an agent. He has agreed to 
pay all the costs of the sale, including 
cataloging, illustrating, printing, ad- 
vertising, mailing and the auction- 
eer’s fee and in return he is to get a 
percentage of the gross amount real- 
ized. Not every sale is a financial suc- 
cess to the cataloger. A miscalcula- 
tion in costs, the mistakes of a few 
important bidders, an inopportune 
date of sale or other unforeseen hap- 
penings may cause a heavy loss. The 
experienced cataloger is aware that it 
costs more to sell some kinds of coins 
than it does others and will see to it 
that his sales fee is in proportion. 
Some catalogers set a minimum bid. 
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representing the cataloging cost, on 
each lot. This is seldom less than fifty • 
cents and is sometimes a dollar or 
more. Now that you know a little 
about the difficulties besetting the 
dealer you will be better able to co- 
operate with him. 

Important DON’TS for Bidders 

Don’t send in your bid-sheet with- 
out fully understanding the “terms 
of sale” as stated in the catalog. 
Don’t bid on a coin unless you are 
sure you want it. 

Don’t bid on a coin unless you are 
familiar with its value. 

Don’t bid on rarities unless you are 
certain they are genuine. If you are 
at all dubious regarding the cata- 
loger’s knowledge, have the coins 
examined by an authority before 
you bid. Afterwards it is sometimes 
too late. 

Don’t send in unlimited bids unless 
you are prepared to pay “unlimited” 
prices. 

Don’t send in ridiculously low bids 
(Less than exchange or melting 
value.) Such bids will eventually 
cause your name to be removed 
from the cataloger’s mailing list. 
Don’t submit bids without first es- 
tablishing credit with the cataloger. 
This is important. He is handling 
coins belonging to someone else and 
he cannot send them to strangers 
without first receiving security. 
Send him a good business reference 
or, better still, a letter of introduc- 
tion from your banker or employer. 
Your number in a coin collecting 
organization is not a business ref- 
erence. If you should neglect to 
supply references do not feel 
offended when the dealer asks for 
them. 

Don’t send a too-hasty letter if a 
small mistake is made in executing 
your bids. Most dealers are ready 
to make satisfactory adjustment 
although it may take a little time. 
Errors will occur for the dealer has 
to record thousands of bids, allot 
thousands of coins to hundreds of 
buyers and ship and bill the coins 
within a very limited time. 
Attending an auction in person and 
executing your own bids is of course 
more satisfactory than bidding by 
mail. It is a lot more pleasurable too. 
You can inspect the coins in which 
you are interested, mark the limit 
you are prepared to pay opposite each 
lot in the catalog and then enter the 


competition. You will learn much by 
watching the more experienced bid- 
ders. In particular you will learn that 
they rarely become annoyed when 
they are out-bid. They know that 
there will be other auction sales com- 
ing along and that it sometimes pays 
to wait. 

Beware of unscrupulous practices 
such as overstatement in regard to 
condition, rarity and value, substitu- 
tion of inferior coins for the original 
ones, fake sales (buying in coins at 
fictitious prices), set up sales wherein 
miscellaneous lots are offered as “the 
important collection of Mr. So and 
So,” offering coins with strings to 
them or using house bidders to run up 
the unwary bidder. Bidders who con- 
sistently pay the full extent of their 
bids should be watchful. If you are 
successful in getting a considerable 
number of lots and if they are billed 
at the full extent of your bids you 
have reason to suspect that the sale 
was not conducted properly. An hon- 
est dealer will award you a lot at a 
slight increase over the next highest 
bid. Thus, if you bid $2.50 on a coin 
and the next nearest bid was $2.20 
you ought to be awarded the coin for 
$2.30. It sometimes happens that bid- 
ding is very close and it is impossible 
to save money for you. Vepr often 
the cataloger will receive identical 
bids on the coins. In such instances 
the first bid received takes the coin. 
You should soon discover for yourself 
if your bids are executed fairly. 

Selling Your Collection at Auction 

In Europe and the United States 
auction sales of coins are held fre- 
quently. You may bid at such sales 
by attending in person, entrusting 
your bids to an agent or sending your 
bids by mail to be executed by the 
cataloger. Naturally, most collectors 
buy their coins by the latter method. 
At an average sale conducted by an 
established firm it is seldom that more 
than several hundred bid-sheets are 
received. Rarely more than a few 
dozen collectors attend the sale and 
at least a third of these do not bid 
unless they think they can get a coin 
for less than its face or bullion value. 
From observing a large number of 
important and unimportant sales over 
a considerable period of time, it is a 
safe guess than 90% of the lots are 
“sold to order” or, as the term im- 
plies, to bidders who have sent their 
bids by mail. 

A brief outline of auction sale 
methods may be of interest at this 
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point. A collector decides to dispose 
of his collection and places it in the 
hands of a dealer who he believes will 
realize the best price on it. The 
dealer charges a certain percentage 
of the gross amount realized. While 
this percentage may vary according to 
the value or type of the collection 
being sold, it is usually around 20%. 
If the dealer has to put out an ex- 
pensive illustrated catalog the per- 
centage may be more. Then too, deal- 
ers cannot afford to handle miscel- 
laneous lots for the same percentage 
as he can handle an extensive series 
of worthwhile material. Now, no 
dealer is under any obligation to ac- 
cept any coin or coins to be sold 
through his auction sales facilities. It 
is not unusual for a collector to think 
he can ship coins to a dealer “for sale 
in his next auction” without previous 
correspondence. Successful dealers 
have their sales planned for months 
ahead. To do this they must have a 
fairly good idea of just what the mar- 
ket can absorb, and of the most oppor- 
tune time to offer particular items. 

After the dealer has the catalog 
ready he mails it, usually several 
weeks in advance to all the collectors 
on his mailing list. Important sales 
are sometimes publicized months in 
advance and for the best results you 
should not expect immediate returns. 

Cataloging Your Collection 

Perhaps the easiest and most useful 
form of catalog is a “continuous” or 
“running” ledger. This can be elab- 
orated upon by a loose-leaf or card- 
index system but the diary system 
should form the basis of any kind of 
catalog. 

As each coin is added to your col- 
lection it is recorded in your ledger 
according to chronological date of 
purchase. It can be given a number 
and it is well to record the source, 
purchase price, and a brief descrip- 
tion of the coin such as country, date, 
denomination, metal, condition and 
pedigree, providing of course, the lat- 
ter is obtainable. Such a record will 
be invaluable if any or all of your 
coins are lost or stolen, if your collec- 
tion is disposed of or, if it is necessary 
to have it appraised for purposes of 
taxation. It also may prove useful if 
the genuineness of any of your coins 
become a matter of doubt or if their 
true ownership is questioned. 

Along with this ledger system you 
can devise supplementary methods of 
cataloging your collection, alphabet- 
ical, geographical and chronological 


being among the most readily adapta- 
ble. Using a loose-leaf notebook or 
card-index system a complete record 
can be kept of each coin. A rubbing 
or photograph can also be included as 
well as such historical information as 
may seem of importance and interest. 

Printed 3 by 5 inch index cards add 
much to the pleasure of cataloging as 
well as to the neatness of the catalog. 

The Condition of a Coin 

There are certain coins that are un- 
obtainable in perfect condition, yet 
because of their historical importance 
they are always in demand and 
worthy of a place in any collection. 
This is especially true of coins struck 
during medieval times and even as 
late as the beginning of the 19th cen- 
tury. The fault with many such coins 
would seem to be in the preparation 
of the dies and planchets and in the 
striking. Many early English and 
American pieces will be found weakly 
struck on irregular planchets and yet 
they are highly desirable. 

Style and Striking of a Coin 

The “style” and “striking” of a coin 
is of primary interest to those who 
collect ancient coins. The “style” re- 
fers to the artistic merits of the de- 
sign. The “striking” to the mechanical 
accuracy with which it was struck. 
Fine-style and careful striking are not 
necessarily associated. In fact, it is a 
peculiar circumstance that we often 
find coins of the finest style wretch- 
edly struck and coins of the most 
atrocious style struck with meticu- 
lous care. Fine-style may refer to 
the output of a skilled artist as dis- 
tinguished from the work of his less 
skilled contemporaries or to coins 
struck during a time when artistic 
coins were the rule and not the ex- 
ception. Coins of the latter class are 
correctly referred to as the “finest 
period” rather than as the “finest 
style.” 

A coin having a design that is well- 
centered and showing sharp, even 
impressions of the dies may be con- 
sidered well-struck. But the term 
well-struck must be used cautiously. 
A worn-out die might produce a 
nicely centered design but not a well- 
struck one. 

Another highly desirable quality of 
an ancient coin is high-relief. A coin 
of fine-style and high-relief is a desir- 
able piece. It is more desirable when 
struck on a wide planchet. And it is 
still more desirable when it is well- 
toned. “Superb” is a modest term 
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when used to describe such coveted 
pieces. 

The Color of a Coin 

As with pottery, gems, tapestries, 
stamps and other collector’s items, the 
color of a coin has much to do with 
its desirability. This is particularly 
true in regard to copper coins. With 
silver coins color is of much less im- 
portance and with gold coins of no 
importance at all. 

A copper or bronze coin rarely re- 
tains its original mint color for any 
long period of time. The surface of 
ancient coins acquires a film or in- 
crustation known as patina. This 
patina may vary in color being either 
black, brown, red, blue, green or a 
combination of such colors. Patina is 
caused by oxidation and the color de- 
pends upon the chemical nature of the 
soil, air, or moisture with which the 
coin came in contact. 

It is the aim of many present day 
collectors to form “matched sets” of 
coins. Thus they will attempt to make 
a collection of Indian head cents from 
1864 to 1909 having the identical color. 
As far as I know this has never been 
accomplished as the original color of 
Indian head cents is never uniform. 
Show me a matched set of Indian 
head cents and I’ll show you a set that 
has been dipped and colored artifi- 
cially. This also applies to Lincoln 
cents which never are uniform in 
color. 

Silver coins may vary in color from 
their original brilliance to a heavy 
dull tarnish. Until recent years col- 
lectors preferred silver coins having 
what can best be described as a light 
steel-blue tone. A few of the old- 
timers still prefer it but generally 
new collectors insist that the coins 
they buy have “original brilliance.” 
This is a curious attitude and one that 
is causing much rubbing and scrub- 
bing by coin dealers over-anxious to 
please their customers. 

Badly tarnished silver coins can be 
cleaned safely by a variety of methods 
providing it is done by an expert. 
Once the dirt and tarnish is removed 
it is advisable to let the coins acquire 
a natural tone. This can be done by 
exposing them to sunlight, being care- 
ful to give equal exposure to both 
sides. Frequent wiping with a clean 
piece of soft flannel will promote and 
preserve an even, pleasant tone. 

We know of collectors who clean 
and lacquer their silver coins. The 
merits of this method can best be 


appreciated by those who house their 
collections in shallow trays or cab- 
inets. Lacquer is not injurious to sil- 
ver and we have seen coins that w^ere 
lacquered forty years ago that ap- 
peared to be coined but yesterday. 
But again, cleaning and lacquering 
must be done in an expert fashion 
otherwise damage will result. 

There are collectors who object to 
lacquered coins and dealers handling 
such should always state that they 
have been treated in such a manner. 
Lacquer can be easily removed with 
acetone without damage to the coin. 

Classification of Condition 

The classification of condition is a 
perennial topic for collectors and 
dealers alike. Their aim is to improve 
upon existing methods and to estab- 
lish a workable system that will be 
accepted by the entire coin collecting 
fraternity. 

So far no one has devised such a 
system and what is more, none ever 
will. It is not possible to apply the 
same system to all coins. Most of the 
terms in current use mean little or 
nothing when standing alone. Take 
for example the term “uncirculated,” 
and apply it to a group of coins in- 
cluding a Greek tetradrachm, a Ro- 
man bronze, a medieval denier, a 
Pine Tree shilling, a copper cent of 
1793, a silver dollar of 1794 and a 
quarter dollar of 1921. Each of these 
coins might be “strictly uncirculated” 
yet supplementary terms are needed 
to describe them accurately. 

It is unfortunate for both the dealer 
and the collector that there are no 
hard and fast rules by which to grade 
the condition of a coin. Various sys- 
tems have been designed, some of 
which have not been without merit, 
but the insurmountable factor of per- 
sonal opinion will never permit every- 
one to see eye-to-eye in deciding the 
comparative merits of each coin. This 
difference is of small importance if 
you buy your coins from dependable 
catalogers who have experience, in- 
tegrity and good eyesight. 

Though the adjectives used in de- 
scribing condition are familiar ones it 
may startle the beginner to learn that 
a coin classified as “very good” is ac- 
tually in wretched state and, what is 
worse, almost unsalable. “Uncircu- 
lated” is another confusing term. In 
its proper sense it means a coin that 
has not been circulated. Yet any coin 
that is free from signs of wear is 
called “uncirculated.” 
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Terms Used in Classification 
of Condition 

For the sake of clarity these terms 
are arranged in order of merit rather 
than alphabetically. 

PROOF (PR.) — A coin with a mirror- 
like surface struck with polished 
dies on a polished planchet. Usually 
sold at a premium by the mints. 

UNCIRCULATED (UNC.) - In per- 
fect condition showing no signs of 
wear or damage but not necessarily 
brilliant. Sometimes known as 
MINT STATE. 

EXTREMELY FINE (EX. F.) - No 
definite signs of wear but having a 
less desirable surface than an un- 
circulated coin. 

VERY FINE (V. F.) - Showing incon- 
sequential signs of wear but only 
slightly less desirable than the pre- 
ceding classification. 

FINE (F.) — Perceptible signs of wear 
but still a desirable piece. 

VERY GOOD (V. G.) — Definite signs 
of wear but not altogether unat- 
tractive. 

GOOD (G.) —Worn but lettering and 
design all clear. 

FAIR (FR.) — Quite badly worn and 
usually highly undesirable. 

POOR (P.)— Less desirable than 
FAIR yet the design can usually 
be distinguished. 

Supplementary Terms 

There are certain coins that cannot 
be graded according to the above 
terms. While they present no diffi- 
culty to the experienced collector the 
be^nner may find it difficult to de- 
scribe them. Every so often we find 
an ill-advised cataloger describing a 
coin as “Uncirculated, was a Proof.” 
Such a coin can be properly described 
as an “Impaired Proof,” or better still 
it would be well for the cataloger to 
state the exact damage. Any coin that 
is noticeably damaged by scratches, 
nicks, dents, abrasions, ought to be 
cataloged so. Such terms as “Superb,” 
“Perfect” and “Gem” are sometimes 
used and being self-explanatory need 
not be commented upon. 

Occasionally an over-enthusiastic 
cataloger will wax eloquent and de- 
scribe coins as “beautiful,” “wonder- 
ful,” and even “lovely,” but the use 
of such endearing terms in a coin 
catalog appears to us as being out of 
place. 


Historical Coins 

The collector of historical coins will 
never experience that feeling of in- 
adequacy and frustration that sooner 
or later catches up on the collector of 
dates. He need never sit staring at a 
blank hole in an album that is quite 
beyond his pocketbook to fill. His- 
torical coins afford a never-ending 
source of instruction and entertain- 
ment. Any coin that is associated 
with an interesting event or person- 
age of the past is, generally speaking, 
a historical coin. The field is a wide 
one extending back to the beginning 
of coinage and covering a wide geo- 
graphical area. It offers the collector 
an almost unlimited choice of sub- 
jects, for coins portray, to a remark- 
able extent, the history of all phases 
of civilization. 

We do not propose to give a de- 
tailed list of historical coins. Such a 
compilation would be more or less of 
an arbitrary nature and is better left 
to the individual judgment of the col- 
lector. The general field of historical 
coins overlaps most all specialized 
series. It can, however, be narrowed 
into a more or less specific field to 
suit the fancy of a collector. By this 
it is not meant that such a collection 
can be confined to a definite era or 
place; but rather that the collector 
himself may determine the historical 
merits of each coin. 

No other field allows the collector 
such an opportunity to express his 
individuality. 

Famous Coin Denominations 

The plan for such a collection can 
be drawn up by making a list of the 
coins that have played an important 
part in the history, commerce and lit- 
erature of the world. It will be found 
that many of them can be bought for 
small sums. The gold denominations, 
which include such famous pieces as 
the doubloon, joe, daric, ducat, louis 
d’or, pistole, aureus, carolin, guinea, 
mohur, noble, ryder, solidus, sovereign, 
zecchino, sesquin, angel, eagle, and 
others will represent a considerable 
investment. However, common types 
in fine condition can be bought for a 
reasonable sum and the purchase of 
them offers a method of saving money 
that requires little effort. 

The silver denominations are every 
bit as interesting and not nearly so 
expensive. The asper, cistophorus, 
crown, denier, denarius, ecu, fiorin, 
gulden, lira, mark, pistareen, real, 
rouble, schilling, teston, yen, and 
zloty are denominations that can be 
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acquired by even the most modest 
purse. 

The famous denominations to be 
found among coins issued in the less 
valuable metals should not be over- 
looked. The lepton (plural lepta) or 
Widow’^s Mite is a small copper coin 


of Biblical fame. A fine specimen 
should not cost more than a dollar or 
so. The anna of Hindustan, the cash 
of China, the denga of Russia, the sen 
of Japan, the farthing of England, are 
denominations of small intrinsic value 
and obtainable for very little.

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The 36ih Is^ue of 
THE SOCIETY OF MEDALISTS 

By HENRY KREIS, Sculptor 
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FROM THE ARTIST 

The story of the five wise and the five foolish virgins appeared first 
in the New Testament. The few lines by Tennyson on the reverse of the 
medal will recall it to those who should have forgotten it. 

It used to be a popular subject matter on early cathedrals, probably 
because the arrangement of ten figures and also the two different types 
of character lend itself to countless variations. 

On a medal it was logical to use one type for each side and so it 
came about, that one of the wise virgins, who of course had to get the 
place of honor, forms an orderly group with the four others of her kind. 

It was the poor girls on the reverse, who had my sympathy. They 
are a bit too small to show their distress in facial expression but perhaps 
the whole arrangement on the stairs betrays their state of confusion. 
The two alley cats, who passed by in the night, stood there and pitied 
them and wondered what it was all about and helped nicely to tie the 
lettering to the figures, which was another reason they had sneaked 
into the picture. 

Both sides of the medal were not modeled, but cut directly from 
negative into plaster, which permits a sharp and clear execution of the 
smallest details and guides the sculptor into a simple, uncomplicated 
design.

Under the above caption there appeared in the May, 1946 issue of the 
Numismatic Scrapbook, page 600, an illustration of a five dollar note with the 
obligation “THE JAPANESE GOVERNMENT PROMISES TO PAY THE 
BEARER ON DEMAND FIVE DOLLARS.” This note being one of a set in 
the denominations 10, 50, 100, 500, $1, $5, $10, $100, and $1000, now available 
and said to have been issued for the contemplated invasion of Hawaii, Alaska 
and even the United States. 



From the nature and quantity of invasion money issued, the Japanese had 
great ambitions of conquest prior to their rude awakening by the Allied Armed 
Forces. Issues brought to our attention to date include the Philippine Islands, 
Dutch East Indies, Australia, Borneo, Sarawak, Malaya and the so-called 
United States issue. 

The issues for Philippine occupation are the most common ; those of the 
Dutch East Indies come second, but we have found them to be far fewer in 
number and much more scarce. All other issues are quite scarce and no large 
quantities have been offered. It would, therefore, appear that the notes here 
offered will be scarce and become widely sought.

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GERMAN WAR TOKENS (“NOTGELD”) 

By O. P. EKLUND, A.N.A. 1961, Spokane, Wash. 

The following is a catalogue of the tokens in the writer’s collection 
and not a complete record of all the different issues, but the most inter- 
esting series are represented. 

The tokens, so-called notgeld or necessity money, were issued during 
the first World War period, 1915 to 1923. They are usually in zinc, iron, 
bronze, or aluminum and were struck at 38 different mints, the bulk by 
the Lauer’s at Nuremberg. 

Tokens dated 1922 and 1923 were not struck for circulation but 
for sale. 

Unless otherwise mentioned, the tokens are round in shape and show 
a border of beads on both sides. — O. P. EKLUND

No Wrong Was Intended 

On page 517 of the July 1947 issue 
of this magazine I made a vigorous 
protest against what I believe to be 
a dangerous proposition — that of 
“manufacturing*’ proofs out of ordi- 
nary coins. 

While I am still of the same opin- 
ion, I have had an opportunity to 
study the circumstances surrounding 
this particular instance and I feel that 
an explanation is in order. I am now 
certain that the two persons referred 
to never intended to make a proof 
of a coin that had a proof counter- 
part. Nor did they propose to have 
their work passed off by others as 
proofs made at the Philadelphia Mint. 
Their error was not one of intent but 
rather one of jud^ent. In the be- 
ginning they were ill-advised. 

Their original idea was as sincere 
as my protest and certainly no fair- 
minded person would wish to accuse 
either of us as being wilfully wrong. 

Our editor, Stuart Mosher, has been 
made familiar with the situation and 
agrees with me in that the two col- 
lectors whose names appeared in the 
advertisement, though ill-advised, 
were acting in good faith with their 
fellow collectors. 

Constitutions and By-Laws Wanted 

Occasionally I receive requests from 
collectors about to organize a coin 
club for information on a suitable 
constitution and set of by-laws under 
which to conduct the activities of 
their club. It is not always an easy 
task to supply such information for 
a constitution and set of by-laws quite 
adequate for one club might be unsuit- 
able for another. 


Our older clubs, and even our 
newer clubs, would be doing me a real 
service if they would send me copies 
of their constitutions and by-laws. 
This will enable me to suggest alter- 
native regulations that can be adopted 
to suit the particular need of each 
club. I would also appreciate receiv- 
ing suggestions for club programs. I 
believe the latter is much more im- 
portant than many of us realize, for 
the most successful clubs are those 
which plan their programs with great 
care.

More Nickel Coins on the Way 

Robert C. Stanley, Chairman and 
President of the International Nickel 
Company of Canada, in a recent inter- 
view with the Financial Times stated 
that: 

“Throughout the world the general 
trend has been toward further use of 
nickel and nickel alloys for coinage 
purposes. Many of the countries 
which employed emergency alloys 
during the war have already returned 
to the minting of nickel-containing 
coins, while others contemplate an 
early resumption of the use of nickel 
and nickel alloys for their coinage. 

“India and the United Kingdom are 
replacing silver with pure nickel and 
cupro-nickel, respectively, as the 
standard coinage of those countries. 
Spain recently adopted pure nickel for 
the 5 and 2% peseta coins. New Zea- 
land is replacing silver coinage with 
that of cupro-nickel. Ecuador has re- 
turned to the use of pure nickel for 
the one-sucre coin, and monetary re- 
forms now under consideration by a 
number of Latin American countries 
contemplate the introduction of pure 
nickel for their standard coins as well 
as for various minor denominations.”

Urges Return to Gold Standard 

The following bill was introduced in 
the House of Representatives on Jan- 
uary 20, by Howard H. Buffett, Repub- 
lican, of Nebraska: 

“Mr. Speaker, on Nov^ember 28 last 
I discussed the deterioration of our 
money since 1933 and j)ointed out that 
the only cure for spiraling prices ap- 
peared to be a restoration of free 
circulation of gold. 

Today I have introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the reestablishment of the 
gold standard on January 20, 1949 — 
one year from today — the date the 
next administration takes office. 

Mr. Speaker, the importance of re- 
storing the circulation of gold and 
ending the deterioration of our money 
is of direct and immediate impor- 
tance to every bondholder, insurance- 
policy owner, and every pensioner in 
America. 

However, restoring the right of the 
American citizen to own gold may be 
of much greater significance. There is 
impressive evidence indicating that 
the right to own gold is the human 
freedom on which all other freedoms 
ultimately depend. 

It appears that only by the right to 
own gold can the people control the 
public purse and thus effectively re- 
strain their political rulers. Because 
of that fact, the modern tyrants of 
Europe, Lenin, Hitler, and Mussolini, 
all quickly prohibited individual own- 
ership of gold. Then there remained 
in the hands of the people no effective 
barrier against infiation and war. 

If Congress will move constructively 
to restore to Americans the freedom 
to own gold, the drive here toward the 
chaos of national bankruptcy and per- 
petual war can most surely be ended. 

In the weeks ahead I expect to dis- 
cuss this important subject from time 
to time. Meanwhile, I hope all inter- 
ested in peace and economic stability 
will carefully consider this proposal as 
possibly the only real and complete 
way out of our present difficulties. — 
Congressional Record, House of Repre- 
sentatives, January 20, 1948. 


Commemorative Medals in Lieu of 
Coins 

The Senate proceeded to consider 
the bill (S. 865) to provide for the 
striking of medals in lieu of coins for 
commemorative purposes. 


Mr. LUCAS. Mr. President, may we 
have an explanation of the bill? 

Mr. FLANDERS. Mr. President, I 
urge the passage of this bill, which is 
a bill to end all bills for the striking 
of commemorative coins. It provides 
for the striking of medals in lieu of 
coins for commemorative purposes. 

Mr. LUCAS. I should like to ask the 
Senator a question. Am I to under- 
stand that this bill is one of a number 
of such bills? 

Mr. FLANDERS. No. This is a bill 
to end special coinage bills. 

Mr. LUCAS. I am in favor of such 
a bill. 

The ACTING PRESIDENT pro tem- 
pore. The question is on the engross- 
ment and third reading of the bill. 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed 
for a third reading, read the third 
time, and passed, as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc.. That in order to 
promote uniformity in the designs of 
the various coins of the United States, 
to facilitate their proper use as circu- 
lating media, to enable counterfeit 
pieces to be readily detected, and to 
avoid the confusion which arises from 
special issues of commemorative coins, 
it is declared to be the policy of the 
United States to authorize the striking 
of commemorative medals in lieu of 
commemorative coins and to discon- 
tinue the striking of such coins. 

Sec. 2. The Director of the Mint shall 
enter into contracts subject to such 
terms and conditions as the Director 
shall prescribe, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, for the 
striking and furnishing of such com- 
memorative medals as may be author- 
ized from time to time by law. The 
striking and furnishing of medals pur- 
suant to this section shall be subject to 
the provisions of section 3551 of the 
Revised Statutes, except that the dies 
necessary for the preparation of such 
medals may be prepared at the mint, 
with the machinery and apparatus 
thereof, from suitable models sub- 
mitted to and approved by the Di- 
rector of the Mint shall cause such 
medals to be struck and furnished at 
not less than the estimated cost of 
manufacture, including labor, materi- 
als, dies, use of machinery, and over- 
head expenses; and security satisfac- 
tory to the Director of the Mint shall 
be furnished to indemnify the United 
States for the full payment of such 
cost. Notwithstanding the provisions 
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of section 3552 of the Revised Statutes 
(U. S. C., title 31, sec. 369), all pro- 
ceeds received from the manufacture 
of such medals shall be credited to the 
appropriation against which the cost 
of manufacture has been charged. — 
Congressional Record — Senate, Jan- 
uary 12, 1948. 

Our Coinage Privileges Are Abused 

With proper respect for the ex- 
pressed opinions of Senators Lucas 
and Flanders we disagree entirely 
with their contention that . . con- 
fusion arises from special issues of 
commemorative coins.’* We are also 
opposed to legislation that is designed 
to retard the cultural advancement of 
our country. As we understand this 
bill, it is comparable to a bill that 
would prohibit, once and for all, an 
increase in the salaries of our po- 
litical representatives; or a bill that 
would forever prohibit an increase or 
decrease in postal rates, taxes, or cus- 
toms duties. 

Whether the bill has any legal 
merits or not, the fact remains that 
there is a serious fault in the struc- 
ture of our coinage laws. 

We doubt if anyone connected with 
the United States Mint, the Treasury 
Department, or the Committee on 
Banking and Currency believes that 
commemorative coins interfere or 
cause confusion in our monetary sys- 
tem. The real confusion appears to 
be in the minds of politicians who 
seem to be under the impression that 
the primary objective of an issue of 
commemorative coins is to raise 
funds with which to entertain visiting 
firemen when a town celebrates the 
changing of its name, from something 
like Sawpit, to Casa Blanca. 

For years the American Numismatic 
Association has endeavored to outlaw 
the abuse of special commemorative 
issues and under the present aggres- 
sive leadership there has been no 
slackening of effort in that direction.

So the prediction that they would be 
in circulation has come true. 

The two coins had lost their bril- 
liance but otherwise are in about the 
same condition that some members 
claim theirs arrived from the Mint. 

I appreciated Mr. Saxton’s article 
on the classification of condition 
which appeared in the October issue. 
In past years I have found one dealer 
who grades his coins slightly under 
true condition. Needless to say it 
leaves you satisfied with your pur- 
chases.

Warning to Collectors and Dealers 

There is a new flood of fakes on the 
market, or perhaps it should be said 
that the old ones are back again, 
ready to catch the unwary and the 
ignorant. 

Within the past week or so, there 
have been seen, what should really 
be termed dangerous forgeries of the 
1793 half cent, the 1793 wreath cent, 
the 1799 cent, and the 1804 cent. 

The 1793 half cent, which is a 
very clever piece of work, may be 
readily detected by the flaw on the 
reverse which appears to be a die- 
break, completely across the entire 
reverse. (There is no such variety 
known, of course!) A careful inspec- 
tion of the fraud indicates that it is 
not a die break at all, but a fold or 
crease in the soft metal which oc- 
curred in the cooling process. 

The three cents noted above are 
difficult to detect, and there are no 
fool-proof clues which can be stated 
with assurance that they will prevent 
anyone from being victimized. 

Of course the coins are known to 
be forgeries from expert examination, 
and experience, or “know-how.” This 
is the nth /actor which is essential. 

Persons contemplating the purchase 
of such coins should obtain them from 
persons who can guarantee them, and 
who can detect forgeries by virtue 
of their experience in numismatic 
dealings. 

Persons who have made purchases 
of coins in this category recently 
should have the authenticity checked 
by qualified numismatists. Price is 
no guarantee, since these fakes are 
offered at normal valuations for gen- 
uine specimens.

Among the coin operating and vend- 
ing machines exhibited in January, 
1948, by the Coin Machines Industries, 
Inc., at their exhibit in Chicago, were 
coin-operated typewriters, ice cream 
dispensers, and coin-operated televi- 
sion sets. The 122 exhibitors occupied 
209 exhibit booths. And in Rochester, 
New York, the first automatic stamp 
vending machine was installed in the 
Post Ofiice, January 16. It sells stamps 
at face value but won’t operate with 
anything less than a nickel. 


Benjamin Franklin on Thrift 

Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
feels pretty sure that if Ben Franklin 
were alive today, he would be an ener- 
getic advocate of the purchase of 
United States savings bonds and 
stamps. For Franklin the printer, the 
author, the inventor, the scientist, the 
diplomat and the patriot was through- 
out his eminent life the proponent of 
thrift. 

“If you would be wealthy, think of 
saving as well as getting,” he advised 
readers of Poor Richard’s Almanac. 

In rhyme, he put it this way: 

“For age and want save 
while you may; 

No morning sun lasts a 
whole day.” 

And more forcefully: “A man may, 
if he knows not how to save as he gets, 
keep his nose all his life to the grind 
stone and die not worth a groat at 
last.” 

* * * 

Franklin was a student of the tech- 
nical aspects of money matters, too. 
He wrote a treatise on money — or a 
“tract,” as it was called then — when 
he was 23. 

He had much to do with Govern- 
ment finances, also. Franklin headed 
a commission which raised 26 million 
livres in France to help win the Revo- 
lutionary War. And he wrote exten- 
sively about the public debt and taxes. 
« * ♦ 

Franklin doubtless would be much 
interested in the wide circulation 
which his portrait on the new half 
dollar will gain. He wrote to his 
daughter, Mrs. Sarah Bache, from 
France in 1779 that “incredible” num- 
bers of likenesses of him were appear- 
ing in France on medallions, on lids of 
snuff boxes, on finger rings and such. 
He added: 

“These, with pictures, busts and 


prints (of which copies upon copies are 
spread everywhere) have made your 
father’s face as well known as that of 
the moon, so that he durst not do any- 
thing that would oblige him to run 
away, as his phiz would discover him 
wherever he should venture to show 
it.” 


Suggests Junior Branch of A.N.A.

In the Editor’s Corner of the Jan- 
uary, 1948 issue of The Numismatist 
there was an announcement concern- 
ing the Junior Coin Collectors of San 
Francisco. 

I am only 15, but I am in my sixth 
year as a coin collector. My collection 
includes about 1,000 coins and pieces 
of paper money. I have probably 
spent $150 to $200. That isn’t much 
of a sum but it represents all I could 
put aside. I have a few gold pieces, 
and have completed some sets.

I have no contact with other col- 
lectors with the exception of a single 
relative, and I would like very much 
to meet some or have a “pen pal” to 
write and exchange news with. If a 
Junior A.N.A. is not possible, why 
can’t you make an appeal in The 
Numismatist inviting youngsters to 
send in their names, addresses, and 
specialization, so that they could be 
published. 

I have no doubt that some members 
of the A.N.A. have young friends or 
relatives interested in coins and they 
could help them by subscribing to The 
Numismatist. 

Because of the lack of contacts with 
other numismatists, and the scoffing 
of friends and relatives about “wast- 
ing time” and “collecting junk,” (of 
that I’ve had my share) some might 
become discouraged and give up.

Expert Uses 22 Classifications 
Dear Sir: 

As I entirely disagree with Mr. Sax- 
ton’s statements about the describing 
of the condition of coins, I thought 
perhaps you would like me to express 
my point of view. Let me first of all 
stress one or two main points: 

1) The describing of the condition 
of a coin is a very difficult thing, even 
to an exi>ert of many years experience. 

2) That different experts will de- 
scribe the same coin differently even 
though they are all scrupulously hon- 
est. 

3) That collectors will soon get to 
know how the dealers they regularly 
deal with describe their coins, how 
one’s standard is more strict than an- 
other’s. 

4) That in the long run it does not 
pay a dealer to overdescribe; that a 
collector when he receives a coin will 
be much more delighted if he finds it 
better than he expected rather than 
overdescribed. 

Now my contention is that one can 
be much more honest in description if 
one has a large number of compara- 
tive conditions than if one has only 
four or five. Suppose a dealer has 
25 examples of a coin in his trays and 
they all vary slightly in condition and 
price, which is quite possible, how can 
he possibly describe all those with only 
five grades. 

A few months back in “Seaby’s 
Coin and Medal Bulletin, No. 352,” I 
wrote a note on this subject. “The 
value of any coin depends to a very 
great extent on its condition. The 
pricing of any individual specimen is 
fairly simple to an expert but the de- 
scription of its condition is not so easy. 
We have the main grades of preserva- 
tion — FDC (or Mint state), EF, VF, 
F, P, but I always feel these are not 
enough and have instituted a number 
of intermediate grades. I am some- 
times laughed at over these, even by 
members of my own staff, but I do 
feel that they are necessary to account 
for the price and to try and show the 
exact condition of the coin being de- 
scribed.” 

Let us take an example of a coin 
and how I should describe each price: 
English Crown of Queen Anne, 1703, 
with VIGO below bust: FDC $50; al- 
most FDC $46; good EF $42; EF $34; 


about EF $28; almost EF $26; nearly 
EF $24; a really good VF $20; good 
VF $18; VF $16.50; about VF $15; 
almost VF $14; nearly VF $12.50; a 
really good F $9.50; good F $8; F 
$6.50; about F $6; almost F $5; nearly 
F $4.25; Fair $3.50; M. or mediocre 
$2.75; P or poor $1.75. 

There are other grades where one 
side is better than the other: We then 
give both conditions with a line be- 
tween: e.g. nearly EF/good EF or 
F/VF. 

It has always been our practice to 
send every coin out on approval, even 
if paid for, and any client may return 
all or any of a sending which is not 
entirely satisfactory. In this way if by 
chance we overdescribe a coin, which 
we try not to do, but it is human to 
err, no one need complain. If I am 
cataloguing for an auction sale I grade 
everything down so as not to over- 
describe one little bit, as I realize that 
many potential buyers cannot see the 
goods. Here in England prior to a 
dozen years ago, auction goods were 
very conservatively catalogued, but I 
am sorry to see a lot of over-descrip- 
tion today; I believe a lot of this 
would be stopped if cataloguers used 
more conditions. But here again it 
comes back to the collector knowing 
who he is dealing with and he will 
soon learn from experience; and the 
dealer will find it pays in the long run 
to do honest cataloguing. 

In conclusion, you will always get 
overdescription with only five grades 
of condition.

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A Penny for Your Thoughts 

I wonder if we ought to start edu- 
cating our non-collecting friends (and 
our old collectors too) regarding the 
difference between a penny and a 
cent? 

There are so many sayings that 
have the word penny in them that 
it will be mighty hard to change 
them. Here are a few of them: “A 
penny for your thoughts,” “Lucky 
Penny pocket pieces,” “A penny saved 
is a penny earned,” “To steal a penny 
off a dead man’s eyes,” “Penny ante” 
(that old pastime poker game), 
“Penny banks,” “Penny-weight,” (1/20 
of a troy ounce). And I see where a 
coin album company is making albums 
for “Lincoln Pennies and Indian 
Head Pennies.” 

Every time a member of our coin 
club uses the word penny we give him 
or her quite a ribbing. Maybe if other 
coin clubs would do the same col- 
lectors would use the word cent more 
often. 

I believe 75% of the people use the 
word penny more often than the word 
cent. Just try and use the word cent 
in this saying, “I collect lucky cent 
pieces.” It doesn’t sound right, does it? 

I have a clipping from a California 
paper that starts out like this. “S.F. 
Mint Admits Bad Penny Error.” 
(Headlines) Then it goes on to say — 
“A dime-size penny that turned up in 
Denver was a source of embarrass- 
ment to San Francisco Mint officials 
yesterday. The freak coin — silver col- 
ored like a dime, but the size of a 
1-cent piece and bearing the head of 
Lincoln — was stamped with the “S” 
of the San Francisco Mint and dated 
1943.” 

Even the newspapers use the word 
penny, so it’s up to the collectors to 
straighten these penny saying people 
out. 

I have my doubts about the “Sil- 
ver Cent” mentioned above being the* 
size of a regular cent, as I have 5 of 
the “S” Mints and they are all the 
size of a dime. The ones I have that 
are the size of a regular cent were 
minted in Philadelphia, dated 1941-P, 
1943-P, and I know of two that were 
struck in 1944-P and 1945-P. They are 
the size of the regular issue cent. I 
also saw one dated 1919-P made of 
copper-nickel. I guess the oddest small 
cents I’ve seen or heard about are 
1900 Indian head, 1915 Lincoln cents 
struck on $2.50 gold planchets. I sure 
would like to add them to my collec- 
tion of “Off Metal Coins” — but I 
guess that is asking too much. 


Well, anyway let’s say cent instead 
of penny. 

P.S. I even note the word penny in 
The Numismatist now and then, in 
ads by some dealers.

Terminology of Numismatics 

In the January issue I notice a dis- 
cussion of the terms for coins and 
medals. As yours is the journal for ex- 
pression of opinions, may I express a 
rather complex opinion. 

There are two general classes of 
numismatic objects. There are coins, 
which can pass at a fixed value; and 
medals, which look more or less like 
coins, but do not pass as money. This 
is always the fundamental “semantic” 
idea. The troubles come from two di- 
rections — failure to distinguish about 
subclasses of coins or medals; worry 
about whether current money means 
only in the present or at any time. 

In the old days, immediate currency 
was the governing idea, and out of 
circulation pieces were all called 
medals — Roman coins were medals. 

In our day the tendency is merely 
to accept anything ever monetal as a 
coin primarily; anything not monetal 
at any time is a medal. 

Coins, without any qualification are 
governmental issues; but private mon- 
etal issues called tokens; ecclesiastical 
monetal issues called mereaux (this is 
oversimplified, for issues of charitable 
societies are mereaux) — are all coins, 
public, private and churchly, yet pri- 
marily coins. If some readers object 
to this view, let me state nobody 
knows if the earliest coinage was pri- 
vate, religious, or governmental. 

Medals are all coin-like objects that 
cannot be passed at any time as 
money. A medallion is a big one; a 
medalet is a tiny one; a storecard is 
one made for advertising purposes. 
They all begin by belonging to the 
genus medal (to borrow from the zo- 
ologists) although species may be dis- 
tinguished. An elephant is a mammal, 
and also a pachyderm; a rat is a 
mammal, and also a rodent. A little 
round piece to be worn at a parade on 
a ribbon is a medalet, and it is also a 
medal. A tiny advertising piece may 
be at once a storecard, a medalet, and 
a medal. The inclusive term is medal. 

Some confusion exists about ancient 
coins. Roman “medallions” were not 
monetal, are really medals, and as 
they are big, quite rightly called 
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medallions. The huge bronze coins of 
Asia Minor under the Empire were 
certainly monetal. They got the name 
medallion when all obsolete coins 
were called medals. They have no 
right to it nowadays. But in this case 
tradition is strong. To be zoological 
again, so many people call a whale a 
fish that only a purist really objects. 

I think the devoted numismatist 
does not worry too much about what 
he calls his pieces. But if he does, 
perhaps this will help him to adopt a 
tolerant attitude to an unavoidably 
confused terminology.

press used to print the early issues of 
The Numismatist, That was back in 
1886. 

Mr. Fratcher who died December 2, 
1947, was the owner of the Michigan 
Stamp & Coin Co., located at 1911 5th 
Street, Detroit. I have known, and 
have been his tenant, all my life and 
started collecting coins with his 
assistance. 

The July, 1932, issue of The Numis- 
matist, contains an interesting ac- 
count of the transaction between 
Mr. Fratcher and Dr. Heath. In the 
beginning Dr. Heath encountered some 
difficulty operating the press and 
wrote Fratcher for help. Monroe is 
about forty miles distant from Detroit 
and the usual transportation was by 
train. But Mr. Fratcher was quite a 
bicyclist and rode one of those “cycles” 
with a large wheel in front and a little 
one behind. He “cycled” the forty 
miles to Monroe, helped Dr. Heath get 
the printing press in working order, 
hopped on his “cycle” and made the 
return trip in near record time. 

Wm. Fratcher was a grand old man 
and will be sorely missed by those who 
were privileged to know him.

His subject was timed into the timely subject 
“What About This Man, Benjamin Franklin.’’ 
Since the Mint has announced that soon they 
will release the new half dollars, there has 
been much interest as to the reason for his 
selection. During the evening it was brought 
out that Ben. Franklin had been truly a 
gi'eat and typical American. After his 
experience in writing such articles for his 
brother’s paper, “The Do-Good Letters,’’ and 
his trying and interesting experiences after 
going to Philadelphia at a very early age, 
where he spent his last “Dutch 1720 Dollar’’ 
for a shoe shine and something to eat. Even 
though his father had been a minister and 
his brother operated one of the first “sensa- 
tional’’ newspapers in America, he could not 
get an easy trip to success. He was one of 
America’s great diplomats and was probably 
the great influence that saved the Constitu- 
tional Convention from failure. He did much 
to aid the colonists in getting aid from 
France and other foreign leaders. As founder 
of the GAZETTE, later known as the SAT- 
URDAY EVENING POST, Mayor of Phila- 
delphia, founder of the first Fire Department, 
Library, and creator of the first pair of 
bifocal lenses, his contribution had been 
great. However, this was not enough for 
him to do to gain his place in the Hall of 
Fame. His discovery of positive and negative 
electricity from his experiments placed him 
in the field of science. The fact that he 
was the one responsible for the printing of 
the Colonial Continental Currency went far 
in helping finance the colonies at a very 
critical financial period. He was also given 
credit for the design of the very popular 
Colonial FUGIO cents and his cleverly worded 
legends did much to help unite a very con- 
fused people in those trying days of our 
government. Therefore, it would seem that 
probably no other one great American 
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deserves to be more sinsrled out to adorn our 
new half dollar. 

The dinner was served by men who so 
(rladly afrreed to do all the heavy work and 
the meal was enjoyed by all.
